Our  early  plants  all  had  just 
as  good  roots  in  the  fall  as  root  grown  plants  did  and 
earlier  bloom  and  we  recommend  them  to  our  customers. 
The  plants  should  always  be  planted  deeper  than  roots, 
from  6  to  8  inches  deep,  and  the  holes  gradually  filled 
in  as  the  plants  grow. 

ORDER  EARLY — As  orders  are  filled  in  rotation — field- 
gTown  roots  or  thrifty  plants  if  ordered.  Ordering 
early  will  insure  the  reservation  of  varieties  that  later 
may  be  sold  out. 

SUBSTITUTION— Orders  are  filled  with  varieties  called 
for,  and  unless  substitution  is  asked,  I  never  substitute. 

TIME  OF  SHIPMENT — Unless  otherwise  ordered,  tubers 
will  be  shipped  between  April  15th  and  May  15th,  by 
express  or  insured  mail  at  my  expense,  on  all  orders 
over  $2.00;  under  $2.00  add  15c  for  postage.  If  Spe¬ 
cial  Delivery  or  Extra  Handling  is  wanted  on  plants, 
add  25c  extra.

CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

Dahlias  are  easily  grown,  requiring  no  special  soil  treat¬ 
ment  or  skill  to  bring  them  to  perfection,  but  a  little 
special  attention  will  bring  you  greater  satisfaction  and 
exhibition  blooms.  Plant  in  sunny  situation,  although 
they  will  do  nicely  in  partial  shade. 

Soil  Preparation 

Prepare  the  soil  by  deep  spading;  if  soil  is  sandy  a  shovel 
full  of  well  rotted  manure  may  be  incorporated  with  it; 
or  bone  meal,  one-half  pound  to  each  hill,  well  worked 
in  the  soil,  will  be  beneficial.  Otherwise  use  little,  if 
any,  fertilizer  before  plants  begin  to  bud.  Add  sand 
or  coal  ashes  to  heavy  soil  for  drainage. 

Planting 

Drive  a  stake  in  each  hole  to  support  the  plant.  Lay  tuber 
down  flat  with  eye  upward  and  close  to  stake,  about 
five  inches  deep,  and  cover  two  inches  with  pulverized 
soil,  gradually  filling  to  level  as  plant  progresses. 

Disbudding 

For  extra  large  blooms,  as  soon  as  plants  are  large  enough 
pinch  out  the  top  just  above  the  second  or  third  set  of 
leaves;  this  causes  the  plant  to  branch.  Then  pinch  off 


all  the  buds  except  one  and  take  off  all  the  side 
branches  on  each  of  the  main  stalks,  leaving-  the  last 
two  near  the  base  of  the  stalks  so  when  you  cut  your 
first  flower  you  will  have  two  canes  to  work  on  next. 
If  tall  plants  are  wanted,  cut  off  all  but  one  stalk  and 
keep  tied  up  to  stake. 

Cultivation  and  Fertilization 

Cultivate  well  until  buds  appear,  then  stop  all  cultivation 
except  light  raking  after  rain  or  watering,  just  enough 
to  break  the  crust  of  ground ;  only  be  sure  and  do  this. 
Fertilizer  may  be  used  to  advantage  when  the  buds 
appear.  Spread  manure  or  the  following  fertilizers 
from  6  to  18  inches  around  the  plants.  For  each  ten 
plants  use  Rawbone  Meal  IV2  lbs.,  4  lbs.  sheep  manure, 
and  about  5  lbs.  of  unbleached  wood  ashes.  Rake  in 
well  and  water  liberally.  This  is  usually  done  about  the 
15th  of  August  and  will  help  to  produce  large  blooms 
and  good  roots.  A  good  liberal  watering  as  soon  as  this 
is  done  will  insure  success.  Unless  weather  is  very  dry 
and  hot,  do  not  begin  watering  until  buds  appear,  then 
soak  the  ground  thoroughly  (not  sprinkle)  about  once 
a  week  or  ten  days.  Cut  off  all  faded  flowers  with  as 
much  of  the  stalk  as  you  can. 

Insects 

A  good  spraying  of  the  plants  and  under  side  of  the  leaves 
with  a  pyrethum  or  nicotine  spray  will  keep  control  of 
the  insects.  I  prefer  pyrethum  as  it  does  not  burn 
the  plants. 

If  bothered  by  cut  worms  or  slugs,  cut  a  piece  of  tarred 
paper  3  inches  wide  by  10  to  12  inches  long,  form 
collar  and  place  around  plant,  1  inch  below  and  2 
inches  above  the  ground.  A  good  spraying  of  the  plants 
early  in  the  season  will  control  insects. 

Cut  Flowers 

For  cut  flowers,  pick  in  the  evening  or  early  morning  if 
possible;  burn  the  ends  of  stems  in  any  flame,  or  dip  in 
boiling  water  for  10  seconds;  after  either  treatment 
place  in  cold  water  and  put  in  cool  place  free  from 
draft  until  wanted.  To  restore  wilted  blooms,  fresh 
water  and  cutting  off  the  base  of  stems  daily  usually 
proves  best.  A  little  ice  in  the  water  also  helps. 

Digging  and  Storing 

When  frozen  down  in  Autumn,  cut  stalks  off  at  the 
ground  and  dig  carefully  so  as  not  to  break  neck  of 
tuber,  for  the  eyes  for  next  season’s  growth  are  only 
found  where  the  tuber  joins  the  stalk.  Store  same  as 
potatoes  where  they  will  not  freeze,  shrivel  or  rot. 
Best  temperature,  40  to  50  degrees.  Turn  the  clump 
upside  down  to  drain  out  any  moisture  that  may  stait 
decay  and  when  dried  about  two  weeks  I  have  best  suc¬ 
cess  packing  them  upside  down  in  wooden  boxes  with 
a  sheet  of  paper  over  top.

Fully  double  flowers,  with  the  margins  of  the  floral  rays 
slightly  or  not  at  all  revolute,  floral  rays  generally 
broad,  either  pointed  or  rounded  at  tips,  with  outer 
floral  rays  tending  to  recurve  and  central  floral  rays 
tending  to  be  cupped;  all  floral  rays  in  a  somewhat  reg¬ 
ular  arrangement.  For  example,  £>agampre,  Jersey 
Beauty,  Mrs.  I.  de  Ver  Warner. 
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Informal  Decorative  Dahlias  (I.  D.) 

Fully  double  flowers,  with  margins  of  the  floral  rays 
slightly  or  not  at  all  revolute,  floral  rays  generally  long, 
twisted  or  pointed,  and  usually  irregular  in  arrange¬ 
ment.  For  example,  Fort  Monmouth,  Jane  Cowl,  Bar¬ 
bara  Redfern,  Kathleen  Norris. 

Incurved  Cactus  Dahlias  (I.  C.) 

Fully  double  flowers  with  the  margins  of  the  majority  of 
the  floral  rays  revolute  for  one-half  or  more  of  their 
length,  the  floral  rays  tending  to  curve  toward  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  flowers.  For  example,  F.  W.  Fellows,  Bear- 
claws  Farncot. 

Recurved  and  Straight  Cactus  Dahlias 

(R.  C.) 

Fully  double  flowers,  with  the  margins  of  the  majority  of 
the  floral  rays  revolute  for  one-half  of  their  length  or 
more,  the  floral  rays  being  recurved  or  straight.  For 
example,  Ambassador. 

Semi-Cactus  Dahlias  (S.  C.) 

Fully  double  flowers,  with  the  margins  of  the  majority  of 
the  floral  rays  revolute  for  less  than  one-half  of  their 
length.  For  example,  Edna  Ferber,  Francis  Lobdell, 
Sunkiss,  Alice  Whittier. 

Peony  Dahlias  (Peo) 

Long  wavy  petals,  open  centered  flowers. 

Ball  Dahlias  (Ball) 

Perfect  ball  with  short  quilled  petals. 

Show  Dahlias  (Show) 

Same  as  Ball  but  larger  petals  and  over  2-inch  flowers.

I  think  Prince  of  Persia  was  the  most  popular  and  at¬ 
tracted  the  most  attention,  as  they  all  grew  about  6 
ft.  high  and  the  blooms  were  10x6  in.  and  held  high 
to  the  top  of  the  bush  on  strong  stems  and  had  such  a 
wonderful  different  shade  of  red. 

New  Glory  was  another,  as  it  had  bi-color  blooms  of  ox- 
blood  red,  tipped  white,  and  some  solid  colored  blooms 
of  oxblood  red  at  the  same  time. 

Indiana  Moon  was  wonderful,  also,  with  huge  blooms  held 
high  above  the  foliage  on  long,  stiff  stems. 

Grace  Curling,  a  large  flower  of  delicate  lavender,  and 
having  cleft  petals,  was  the  favorite  of  the  lavenders- 
and  the  ladies’  favorite. 

Kemp’s  White  Wonder  received  a  lot  of  attention  on 
account  of  its  mammoth  size  and  vigorous  growth. 

Snowcap,  a  new  white  formal  decorated,  was  of  good  size 
and  perfect  formation;  and  Star  of  Bethlehem, 
although  not  quite  so  large,  but  a  semi-cactus  of  purest 
white  of  star-like  appearance,  was  picked  out  for  bou¬ 
quets  or  flower  baskets.  Champoeg  always  came  fine. 
Kathleen  Norris  still  is  holding  its  own  as  one  of  the 
best  pinks  and  grows  large  without  special  attention. 
Marshall’s  Pink  was  a  favorite  of  the  pinks  for  cut 
flowers. 

The  Salmon  Pinks — Buckeye  Bride  came  first  on  account 
of  its  beautiful  color  and  extra  long  stems,  and  Ken¬ 
tucky  came  next. 

Rudy  Vallee  had  beautiful  semi-cactus  flowers  of  large 
size.  Mary  Baker  was  one  of  the  outstanding  yellows, 
always  large  and  a  constant  bloomer.  My  plants  of 
Amelia  Earhart,  Palo  Alto  and  La  Fiesta  were  a  little 
late  but  made  wonderful  growth  and  had  large  flowers 
from  September  15th  on  until  frost.  Many  other  of  the 
newer  varieties  that  were  fine  are  as  follows:  Good¬ 
night,  Shahrazade,  Gabriel,  Murphy’s  Masterpiece, 
Mabel  Douglas,  Orinda  Jean  Trimbee,  The  Commo¬ 
dore,  Achievement,  and  City  of  Trenton.  Of  the  older 
varieties  that  still  hold  their  own  were  Jersey  Beauty, 
Siskiyou,  Rose  Fallon,  Sanhican’s  Peach,  The  Lemon¬ 
ade,  Brocton  Beauty,  and  Dad. 

Every  one  should  have  a  few  pom  poms  for  table  deco¬ 
rations  or  bouquets  as  they  have  such  wonderful  form 
and  keeping  qualities.  The  best  bloomers  and  growers 
were  Achilles,  Little  Edith,  Elizabeth,  Kittv  C.  Bronze 
Beauty,  Johnnie.  Yellow  Gem,  Pothart,  Phyllis,  Joe 
Fette,  Spy,  and  Sunset. 

Mignons  or  English  Bedding  Dahlias  are  long  stemmed 
singles  and  are  also  fine  for  table  decorations  or  wall 
vases.  We  use  them  for  borders  as  they  are  low  grow¬ 
ing  bushes  and  can  be  planted  close  together.
